New York.—The Rt. Rev. Msgr. 
Michael J. Lavelle, rector of St.

So much for the doctrine or theory 
of indulgences then and now. Let us 


is around these practices that most of 
the abuses are alleged to cluster. That 
the abuses connected with the distri- 
bution of indulgences were many and 
grievous it would be folly to deny. 
The very language used by the Coun- 
cil of Trent in condemning the abuses 
reveals how serious and widespread 
they were. Instead of seeking to min- 
imize them, as some misguided apolo- 
gists do, such eminent Catholic his- 
torians as Gasquet, Pastor, Paulus, 
and Thurston freely admit their pre- 
valence. In opposition to such critics 
as Lea and Brieger, they show, how- 
ever, that such abuses were not trace- 
able to the official teachings of the 
Church, but were due almost entirely 
to the unscrupulous conduct of a 
group of men who went around 
preaching indulgences and collecting 
alms in connection therewith, 


Abuses of “Pardoners’’ 


These men were referred to in the 
literature of the day as “pardoners,” 
Many of them engaged in a mercen- 


whole unsavory reputation, which the 
practice of indulgences. came to ac- 
quire in the minds of many, may be 
traced directly to the grossly dispro- 
portionate emphasis placed by many 
of the so-called pardoners upon that 
which is in reality a very minor and 
unessential element in the doctrine of 
indulgences, namely the giving of an 
alms. They played this up to such an 
extent, that the impression became 
widespread that this was all they 
were really interested in. The stir- 
ring of the people to true repentance 
and.to the amendment of their lives, 
seemed completely subordinated to 
the filling of their own coffers with 
the all important alms. In Piers 
Plowman, Langland has given us a 
vivid picture of this type of unscrupu- 
lous pardoner, who posing as a priest, 
pretends to be able to absolve the 
people without even the formality of 
confession: ; 


“A pardoner was preaching there as if he 
were a priest; he brought forth a bull with 
the bishop’s seals, and said that he himself 
could absolve them of falseness in fasting 
and of broken vows. Laymen believed him 
well and liked his words, and they came up 
kneeling to kiss his bulls.

It was this type of pardoner that 
Chaucer delighted to satirize. In the 
Canterbury Tales, he describes him 
with his wallet “brimful of pardon ' 
come from Rome all hot” and carry- 
ing fantastic relics which were most- 
ly “piggies’ bones.” He says of him: 


“Upon a day he gat him more moneye 


Than that the person (parish priest) gat in |

And thus, with feyned flaterye and japes, 
He made the person and the people his 
apes.” 


That there are exaggerations in 
many of the satires, there is no doubt. 
But the true picture of these unscrup-

You permitted them to be incon- 
siderate in their youth and to im- 
pose on your kindness, and for you 
to attempt, at this late date, to 
read the so-called “riot act” would 
likely invite disaster. But I 
should certainly speak to their 
father concerning certain careless- 
ness which you relate, particularly, 
since you launder the quilts, 
spreads and the less heavy cover- 
ings yourself.

Dear “Sinful and Sorrowful”: 


Ask your Confessor to assist you 
j . making your confession, Explain 
your difficulties. Do not shudder 
as to what he will think. All you 
need to shudder over is the delay 
in seeking the mercy of God. If 
you humbly ask the priest’s help, 
you will find him very kind, and 
you will get through without dif- 
ficulty. 

As to the number of times. It 
will be impossible for you to be 
exact over so long a period; ap- 
proximate the number to the best of 
your ability. Your confessor also 
will assist you with respect to this 
point, as well as the others dis- 
turbing you and holding you back. 

You will be very happy after you 
have made a sincere confession of 
each of your grievous sins, as you 
see them before God. Do not be- 
come frightened, and whatever you 
do, be courageous and do not suc- 
cumb to the terrible human respect 
which will induce you to conceal a 
sin. The things on your soul have 
darkened the souls of other peni- 
tents, and the priest will not be 
shocked by your story. He will be 
sorry you have offended God, but 
also he will be happy because you 
have repented. And heaven will 
rejoice over your return to God, 
This thought should give you a 
faint realization of the importance 
of a soul. Remember! All heaven 
will rejoice when you make that 
good confession. 


Dear “Befuddled Reader”: 


Your experience in teaching 
should prove of great value in a 
community engaged in the educa- 
tion of the young, though of course 
you understand a religious takes 
the vow of obedience, and if she 
were commissioned to wash the 
pots and pans, or scrub the floors, 
instead of devoting her days to 
the things of the mind, she should 
be willing to perform the task as- 
signed.

spoke of their secret sins to two 
others, there is nothing you can 
do now to retract. By unnecessar- 
ily stating facts derogatory to their 
good names, you may have started 
a scandal. Again, it is possible 
their imprudences and sins became 
generally known, either before or 
after their marriage. In any event, 
twenty years have passed and they 
may have lived down their sorrows, 
so do not rake the ashes of the 
past and get idle tongues to wag- 
ging to shame and harm the chil- 
dren of these women. Make it a 
point to speak kindly of these peo- 
ple and call attention to their vir- 
tues, assuming they are living as 
Catholics should. Also, pray for 
them, and for their children. 
_ It is a grievous sin against char- 
ity to reveal the secret mortal sins 
of others, unless one does so to 
protect an innocent party from 
harm. But if it is wrong to reveal 
the truth, consider how terrible it 
is to malign the reputation of an- 
other—particularly, that of a wo- 
man, for it is harder for her to 
live cag a lie than it is for a 
man:— Many a good woman has 
been “talked about” who has re- 
tained her virginity, but who un- 
fortunately was

enjoy salacious talk and revel in 
scandalmongering have rotten 
hearts and impure minds, even if 


physically pure. 


Dear Rose—No. 2:

The truly humble are charit- 
able, for they realize their own 
weaknesses, and though they may 
not have committed grievous of- 
fences against God, they know it 
is through His grace they have 
withstood temptation.

Father Nieuwland is well known 
for his inventions of processing 
for making synthetic rubber and 
synthetic drying oil. In 1904, he 
published an exhaustive treatise 
on his research, entitled ‘‘Some 
Reactions of Acetylene.” This 
was nine years after the discovery 
of the commercial process for 
manufacturing calcium carbide. 
The pioneer volume has since that 
time been used as an authentic 
reference and served as a guide for 
those who have advanced develop- 
ments in that field.

Use vs. Abuse 

It is to be noted that it is only in 
the sense above explained, and only 
for a relatively brief period, that in- 
dulgences were considered by some as 
a commodity purchaseable for money 
and conferring spiritual favors re- 
gardless of the dispositions of the in- 
dividual who secures them. Even 
though it be admitted that when 
things were at their worst, the venal- 
ity extended beyond many of the bis- 
hops even to members of the papal 
Curia, nevertheless it should be re- 
membered that the Church in her of- 
ficial doctrine never taught that in- 
dulgences were effective without true 
‘contrition and repentance, and never 
failed to insist upon freedom from 
mortal sin as the condition necessary 
for the gaining of an indulgence. 

In defending the essential purity of 
the Church’s official teaching, it is not 
nesessary, as many  non-Catholics 
seem to imagine, that we defend and 
seek to justify the conduct of church- 
men in all the ages. On the contrary, 
‘let us frankly admit that some of 
them were lax in not curbing abuses 
in connection with the preaching of 
indulgences. That fact does not con- 
demn the Church's teaching concern- 
‘ing indulgences nor her official atti- 
itude frowning on such malpractice. 
| The abuse of any good never con- 


sity of Frankfort-on-Oder. One who! demns its legitimate use. Food and 


‘drink are abused—are taken exces- 
isively. Should we, therefore, prohibit 
their use altogether’? God's merey is 
‘abused. Should it, therefore, be con- 
'demned? Do we cure a patient with 
a sick headache by decapitating him, 
\or by removing the ache and suffer- 
‘ing the head to remain? It is one of 
the most striking evidences of the

Then and Now 
| Before one passes a judgment of 
excessive severity upon the Church in| 
the Middle Ages for the practice of. 
granting an indulgence to stimulate 
the giving of alms for the building o 
a Church, or even for works of soci 
welfare, such as the building of a 
bridge or a public road, it is well te 
remember that there were lacking 
then almost all the facilities now 
available for the raising of funds for 
worthy causes. Now we appeal 
through the press, and send our let- 
ters of solicitation through the mail, 
But printed newspapers, such as we ' 
have now were then unknown, and 
our system of mails was non-existent. 
Agents chosen to proclaim the in- 
dulgence grants and to collect alms 
sometimes went to extremes in their 
efforts to raise funds. Nowadays in 
our charity drives we employ profes- 
sional fund raising agencies. Haven't 
we sometimes heard of them going to 
extremes, using high pressure agents 
to coerce people to give more. than 
they really want to, and pocketing for 
themselves fat commissions out of the 
funds ostensibly donated to charity? 
How many “drives’’ there have been 
in recent years for charitable institu- 
tions, conducted with great publicity 
and accompanied with many luncheon 
meetings of the workers, which when 
the overhead and the professional or- 
ganization were paid,. netted little or 
nothing to the ostensible beneficiary. 
| In the raising of funds for charitable 
and religious institutions in the Mid- 
die Ages there were some abuses. But 
| before we pass too harsh a judgment, 
can we truthfully say that there are 
none today? 
That there were abuses connected 
with the practice of indulgences in 
the Middle Ages, no one admits more 
frankly than we Catholics, and no one 
deplores them more. The cleavage of 
whole nations from the Mother 
Church is a price greater than we 
would willingly pay for the building 
\of a thousand Cathedrals grander 
‘even than St. Peter’s at Rome. It was 
a break for which, we think, there 
| was no just cause. The one great mis- 
| take of the reformers was not in 
| fighting against the abuses of indulg- 
ences—for against them the holiest 
‘men within the Church were fighting 
just as vValiantly—but in throwing 
‘overboard the whole doctrine of in- 
dulgences and in denying the ancient 
faith and the Mother Church in which 
they and their forbears had worship-

A partial indulgence of 15 days 
for each visit throughout the per- 
iod of exposition to those who are 
at least contrite.

St. Polycarp, Bishop and Martyr, 
(not a Pope) lived (69-166) was 
instructed e the Apostle St. John. 
He was a bitter foe of heresy, and 
in 154 went to Rome to confer with 
Pope St. Anicetus on the question 
of the date to be adopted for Easter 
observance. His own disciple, St. 
Irenaeus, says: “Polycarp was not 


only taught by the Apostles, and. 


had held intercourse with those who 
had seen Christ; but he was also 
appointed by the Apostle as Bishop 
of Symrna, in Asia Minor. He like- 
wise always taught what he had 
learned from the Apostles, and 
which ‘he handed down to the 
Church and which alone is true.” 
(Against Heresies, Book 3, Chap- 
ter 3, No. 4.) 


(116-125) St. Sixtus, Pope, was 
‘the sixth successor of St. Peter. As 
Pope, he passed the Ordinance 
which says: “Bishops returning 
from the Apostolic See to their dio- 
ceses must present Apostolic Let- 
ters.” 


(125-136) St. Telesphorus, Pope, 
was the seventh successor of St. 
Peter. He is mentioned as always 
celebrating Easter on Sunday. 


(186-140) St. Hyginus, Pope, was 
the 8th successor of St. Peter. He 
‘was born in Greece, and died in 
| Rome. 


(140-154) St. Pius, Pope, was the 
9th successor of St. Peter. During 
his pontificate, the fact that St. 
Justin, martyr, expounded Chris- 
tian teaching in Rome, and wrote 
his famous “Apologia pro Chris- 
tianis,” as also the fact that the 
three heretics: Cerdon, Valentinus 
and Marcion visited there, prove 
the Roman Primacy in this century. 


(154-165) St. Anicetus, Pope and 
Martyr, was the 10th successor of 
St. Peter. He received a visit from 
St. Polycarp, and tolerated the cus- 
tom of the Asiatics celebrating 
Easter on the 14th day of the First 
moon after the Vernal Equinox, 
with the Jews. 

(165-174) St. Soter, Pope, was 
the llth successor of St. Peter. He 
wrote a book against Montanism, 
He assisted with liberal alms those 
who suffered for the faith. 

(174-189) St. Eleutherius, Pope, 
was the 12th successor of St. Peter. 
He declared himself against the 
Montanists. He was recipient of a 
letter from Lucius Abgar IX, King 
of Edessa, expressing a desire to 
become a “Christian”. 

(189-198) St. Victor, Pope, was 


the 13th successor of St. Peter. He 
summoned a meeting of Italian 
Bishops, the first Synod known, in 
order to bring about some unity in 
the observance of the Easter festi- 
val, then in controversy. 

St. Lucian,. Bishop and Martyr, 
was the first Bishop of Chur (pro- 
nounced “Hur”’). He begged Pope 
ce fae Fagenti F aid Dati 
ies, Saints us | 
to England. He revised the books 
of the Old and New Testament, ex- 
punging the errors that had crept 
in through the malice of the here- 
tics, thus preparing the way for St. 
Jerome who, shortly after, was to 
give to the world the Latin transla- 
tion known as the “Vulgate”. 


At this time too, we have St, 
Irenaeus, a disciple of St. Polyearp, 
who was a disciple of St. John the 
Apostle and was ordained priest by 
Pothinus, Bishop of Lyons and 
Martyr. In the year 177 he was 
sent on a mission to Rome, and 
later on succeeded to the See of 
Lyons. St. Irenaeus says: “With 
this Church, because of its higher 
rank, every church must agree; 
that is, the faithful of all places 
where the Apostolic Tradition has 
been always preserved by the faith- 
ful of all places. The blessed Apos- 
tles therefore, having founded and 
built up that church, committed the 
office of the episcopacy to Linus, 
Of this Linus, Paul makes mention 
in his Epistle to Timothy. But he 
was succeeded by Anacletus, and 
after him, in the third place from 
the Apostles, Clement obtains that 
rf ayers ove. 6 . . who had even seen 
the blessed Apostles themselves, 
and conferred with them, and who 
had yet before his eyes the familiar 
preaching and the tradition of the 
Apostles. And not he alone: for 
there were at that time, many alive 
who had been instructed by the 
Apostles. . . But this Clement was 
succeeded by Evaristus, and Evar- 
istus by Alexander. Next to him, 
thus the sixth from the Apostles, 
Sixtus was appointed. And after 
him, Telesphorus, who also suffer- 
ed a glorious martyrdom. Next 
Hyginus. Then Pius, after whom 
was Anicetus. And since Anicetus 
was succeeded by Soter, Eleuther- 
ius, as the twelfth after the Apos- 
tles, now holds the episcopacy. In 
this order and by this succession, 
the tradition which is in the Church 
from the Apostles, and their 
preaching of the truth, have come 
down to us.” (Against Heresies, 
Book 3, Chapt. 3, No. 2, 3.)
